Jack Carnes who farms when 
not discussing football made a 
near record on his peanut crop 
this fall On twelve and a half 
acres on the Chilton farm he har­ 
vested 618 bushels, Just a few 
pounds less than 50 bushels per 
acre. The peanuts sold for 80 
cents per bushel, totaling $494.40. 
Mr Carnes on the patch made 
383 bales of hay which figured 
at. 25 cents per bale would be ap­ 
proximately $9iT00. bringing the 
gross production cf the crop to 
$589 40. or an average of $47.15 
per acre.

A FEW WEEKS AGO, An out-of-town engineer 
came into Comanche and made a contract with the City 
Council, calling for his employment in attempting to put 
over a project for the construction of a municipal electric light 
system to duplicate that cf the Texas Power & Light Company. 
The action of the Council in ordering a bond election is based 
upon this engineer’s preliminary report 
and estimate of 
the cost of a municipal light plant and distribution system. 
His estimate of the cost of such a plant is $179,252.00. The Coun­ 
cil has called for an election to determine whether the people 
will vote for the issuance by the City of that amount in bonds, 
'with interest at not exceeding five per cent. 


THE CONTRACT Referred to, which is, or should 
be, available for inspection by any citizen of Comanche, calls 
for the payment by the City to the engineer of a total 
of $8,962.60, besides a further possible sum of $350.00 per 
month, on certain contingencies appearing in the contract. 


THE FIRST ITEM In his contract is for payment 
by the City of $350.00 for his preliminary report and estimate, 
which has already been paid, and the further sum of $500.00 to 
be paid if no election had been called for voting on the bonds. 
Since the election has been called, the $500.00 item will not be 
payable. And if the bonds are defeated, he will not be entitled 
to any further compensation under his contract. 


ACCORDING TO THE CONTRACT, It was con­ 
templated that application be made by the City to the Govern- 
ment agencies for assistance in financing the proposed project. 
Toward that end, the City Council made application to the 
Government for financial assistance in the form of a grant and 
loan, offering to pledge whatever revenues might be derived 
from the municipal light system to the payment of the bonded 
indebtedness. Under date August 26, however, the Govern­ 
mental agencies at Washington refused to approve the applica* 
tion of the City, addressing a telegram to the City, through 
its City Attorney, reading as follows: 


“Re Texas 2419 Power Project unable to 
recommend approval basis power revenues 
alone. If City willmg to pledge satisfactory 
net earnings water system will reconsider. 
Submit air mail breakdown revenues and 
expenses for past three years also secare KWH 
sales and gross income of private utility in 
Comanche.

tne cost to the City of operating such a municipal light 
plant *vouid be $13,169.00 per year. According to records cover­ 
ing gross sales of electric current, exclusive of service to the 
ice plant, in Comanche, by the Texas Power & Light Company, 
the revenue for the past ten years averages $30,694.61 per year. 
Assuming that the City’s municipal light plant would be able to 
take away from the Texas Power & Light Company fifty per 
cent of its business in Comanche, which statistics show' ik a 
liberal estimate, the actual amount in many cases being con­ 
siderably less than fifty per cent, then the City’s municipal 


plant would receive an average of approximately $15,347.80 per 
year, assuming that the iates would not lie lowered. With an 
annual operating expense of $13,159.00, according to the 
engineer’s own estimate, and an average annual payment 
of principal and interest on bonds of $11,830.63, on the 
basis of the notice for the bond election, the total annual 
expense of financing and operating the proposed municipal plant 
would be $24,989.63, as against the probable annual gross 
revenue of $15,347.30, making an annual deficit of $9,642.33. 
not taking into consideration breakdowns, repairs, and replace­ 
ments, occasioned by operation, storm, lightning, sicet, etc! 


ONE ITEM IN The engineer’s estimate is so at 
variance with existing condition that it would appear to demand 
clarification. ( ertainly on the face of it citizens of Comanche 
should consider well the engineer’s estim ate of probable revenues 
to be derived from the operation of a municipal plant. These are 
the facts:

HOW TO INSURE RAISING LIGHT AND POWER RATES. 


THE STATUTES Of the State of Texas, Article 
1113, jn regard to municipal light systems, provides, among 
other matters, as follows: 


“There shall be charged and collected for 
such services a sufficient rate to pay all 
operating, maintenance, depreciation, replace- 
* 
ment, betterment, and interest charges, and 
for interest and sinking fund sufficient to pay 
' ^ 
any bonds issued to purchase, construct, or 
1 
improve any such system, or any outstanding 
indebtedness against same. No part Of the 
income of any such system shall ever^be used 
to pay any other debt, expense, or obligation 
of such city or town, until the indebtedness so 
secured shall have been finally paid.” 


THE CITY COUNCIL Would thua be required 
under the Law to raise the electrk rates in Comanche io a 
point high enough to take care of the deficit shown above, in 
addition to depreciation and other charges that were not pro­ 
vided for in the engineer's report. 


THE STATUTES Confer on towns of the popula­ 
tion of Comanche the authority to regulate electric rates by 
ordinance, and in towns in which theie are both privately- 
owned and city-owned systems, to prohibit the privately-owned 
system from charging lower rates than those fixed for the 
city-owned system. 


HOW POWER AND LIGHT BONDS HAVE 
ENSLAVED TEXAS TOWNS. 


S l’CH A SITUATION Has recently lieen experienc­ 
ed in the towns of Uooper, B artlett, and Terrell, Texas, when

the Texas Power & Light Company requested peiTnission to 
lower its rates, in line with its rate reductions in neighboring 
towns, but was refused permission to do so by the city councils 
l>ecause the rates of the municipal plants had to be kept high 
in order to produce sufficient revenue to meet the payments on 
their bonded indebtedness and operating expenses. 
GRANBURY. TEXAS, Has operated a municipal 
light plant for a number of years, and yet its city tax rate for 
the last three years has 
the Constitutional maximum of 
$1.50, which is five cents higher than the Comanche rate; vet 
its indebtedness still amounts to $76,000.00. 
A NUMBER OF TOWNS In Texas have had under 
consideration the m atter of construction of municipal light 
systems, and after investigation and further consideration have 
abandoned such projects, among which towns are reported thv 
following: Bnenham, Cameron. Elgin. Hillsboro, Midlothian, 
Plano. Rockwall. Temple, Waco, Sulphur Springs, San Antonio. 
Fort Worth, and Wichita Falls. 
WOULD RAISE CITY DEBT FROM $301,125 TO $679,790. 
FROM THE CITY RECORDS, It appears that the 
City of Comanche is already burdened with a bond and warrant 
indebtedness which when matured, with interest, will amount 
to approximately $301,125.00. The average annual payments on 
this indebtedness for the next five years will amount to 
approximately $19,695.00 each year. 


THERE APPEARS To be a School bonded indebt­ 
edness of $82,900.00, not including interest, the larger percentage 
of which falls upon the citizens of Comanche. If the citizens 
should vote the proposed bonds for a municipal light plant, 
there would be an added bonded indebtedness, including five 
per cent interest over the 25-year period of payment, of 
$296,765.80, making a total of ’ indebtedness, not including in­ 
terest on the School bonds, of approximately $679,790.80. 


TAXPAYERS TAKE ALL RISK. 
ACCORDING TO STATISTICS, Out of some 36 
municipally owned electric light plants in Texas, with the 
poaaible exception of three, the municipal rates are materially 
higher than the rates charged by the Texas Power & Light 
Company in Comanche for the same character of ser ice. 
THERE IS NO Such thing as a tax free town in the 
State of Texas which operates a municipal electric light and pow­ 
er system. A municipal light plant would not pay one cent in 
taxes, and it is well to remember that the Texas Power & Light 
Company is a large taxpayer in this County—so much that if its 
present annual tax payments should continue through the life of
